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Three Naval Fliers, 
Naked, Baked By 
Sun, Safe After 
34 Days In Pacific 


Pearl Harbor, T. H., March 11 (AP)—Accept the words 


of three United States Navy flyers who were tossed by—and 
sometimes in—the stormy South Seas during 34 days adrift 
on a rubber raft, there are times when one is tickled to death 
to see a shark. 


Shark liver . . . the meat of an albatross which-ehanced 


by ... 
a fish caught with a pocketknif e ... a tern snatched 


by hand . . . a floating coconut. These sustained the cour- 
ageous trio as, naked and baked by the sun, they used shoes 
for oars to travel 1,000 miles to the safety of an island after 
their land plane ran low on fuel and they were forced to alight 
in the ocean January 16. 


Safe In Pearl Harbor 


Today they are recovering in Pearl Harbor—Harold Dixon, 


42, of La Mesa, California, aviation chief machinists mate 
and pilot; Gene Aldrich, 24, of Sikeston. Missouri, radioman, 
and Anthony J. Pastula, 24, of Youngstown, Ohio, aviation 
ordnanceman. 


Let Dixon describe the day before they sighted land: 
"All our clothes were gone. We had failed rapidly in 


physical and mental condition. I'd already lost three sets of 
skin from sunburn and I was cooked like a Thanksgiving tur- 
key. 
Our tempers were short. I would get so mad I couldn't 


see when I would say something and the boys would sit and 
appear not to hear. 


Beaten By Fish And Seas 


"Things looked pretty sour but we agreed this was no 


time to give up. We tried to sleep in huddles that night, but 
part of the time we had to bail out the boat with our hands 
because the clothes used for a scoop had been ripped or washed 
away. We hadn't slept at all, only dozed. Try sleeping on a 
mattress half your length with someone hitting it from be- 
neath with a baseball bat every few seconds and you get a 
rough idea of the beating and slapping the seas and fish 
gave us." 


The next morning Aldrich, although a seaman by circum- 


stance, proved he remained a mi/iwesterner at heart. 


No Optical Illusion 


"Chief, I see a field of corn," he said weakly to Dixon. 
Dixon thought he was out of his head. Then the other 


two also saw the "cornfield"—an island with a coconut grove. 


A hurricane buffeted the intrepid three as they staggered 


over reefs so rough that the island natives had left them un- 
guarded, believing them unsuited for any landing parties. 
That night the trio huddled in a mat shack they had found. 
Every moment they feared the hurricane would blow it away. 


The next day natives found them and fed them. 
Ulti- 


mately a Navy craft rescued them. 


Fight Sharks With Fists 


During their storm-tossed journey they had been so in 


need of food that Dixon even fought one shark with his bare 
fists. Aldrich also tried the bare-handed method — and a 
shark nipped him. 


The water situation also baffled them at first. There was 


too much of it around them, but none to drink. They solved 
that problem by waiting for rain, taking off their soaked 
garments and squeezing the contents into a small container. 


Dixon, who is partially deaf as a result of his experiences, 


a pistol having been discharged too close to his ear during a 
companion's justified eagerness to kill the albatross, has two 
wishes. 


One, he wants to see his ranch at La Mesa. Two. he wants 


to go back to the South Sea island some time. 


It was the most beautiful "cornfield" he ever hopes to 


see.

IS BLASTED; 
SEA BATTLE IS 
IN FULL FURY 


Canberra, Australia, March 11 (AP)—An announcement 


that at least five Japanese ships, one of them a warship, have 
been smashed by Australian bombing: squadrons in the heav- 
iest blows so far against an enemy invasion armada gathering 
off New Guinea indicated today that the battle for the ap- 
proaches to Australia had burst in full fury. 


The total score of the RAAF's violent, repeated smashes 


yesterday still was not known. An air communique indicated 
that the Japanese might have lost six transports and a cruiser 
or large destroyer and that other hits whose effect had not 
yet been determined might raise the toll even higher. 


Huge Transport Sunk 


The Sydney Sun reported that at least one of the ships 


—an 8,000 ton transport—was sunk. Other reports said 
six direct hits with heavy bombs were scored on another of 
the vessels. 


The Sun reported that RAAF pilots dived to 400 feet 


for the machine-gunning, bombing onslaught from^which all 
planes were said to have returned safely. 


Waves of RAAF planes made the attacks, principally at 


Salamaua, which appears to have become a main assembly 
point for the forces which Australia expects the Japanese 
to throw at her with the least possible delay. 


Offensive Is Watchword 


The commonwealth's leaders are convinced that Australia 


has been marked next on Japan's timetable of aggression. 


Offensive fighting, therefore, has become the watchword. 
Reconnaissance has shown the Japanese to be working 


swiftly to transform Salamaua and the other occupied New 
Guinea harbors, Lae and Finschhafen, into supply depots 
behind what some Australians predict will be a scatter-blow 
invasion strategy—an attempt to open up many fronts in 
undeveloped, thinly populated northern Australia by sending 
in large forces at several widely separated points. 


The first RAAF wave struck at Salamaua yesterday just 


before noon, the Air ministry said, and attacked a Japanese 
cruiser despite a thick wall of anti-aircraft fire. 


Hit And Fire Several Ships 


A few minutes later, the communique added, another 


RAAF wave went over, setting two ships afire, leaving an- 
other 'Harge ship" burning, and scoring several direct hits on 
a warship. 


Australian raiders also smashed at Japanese airdromes 


on New Guinea—only 45 minutes by fighter plane from the 
mainland—and set fire to a moored four-engined Japanese 
flying boat off New Britain. 


Japanese air blows on Buna, Australian-held port on the 


New Guinea coast below Salamaua, were believed to have 
influenced only inconsequential damage.

pain in the neck is often caused by 
turning your head too quickly or 
grabbing for your hat on a windy 
day.This little-known peculiarit of 
the human body was described today 
by Dr. Franklin Jelsina of Louis- 
ville, Ky., in an address in which 
he told the Southeastern Surgical 
Congress how it can be relieved 
almost immediately by a local oper- 
ation. 


It is often not only a pain in the 


neck but also an excruciating pain 
in the chest, the back, arms and 
head due to pressure on the nerves 
running to those parts, he declared. 


When the condition is severe, 


mere turning of the head or lifting 
of an. arm. will cause severe pain 
to the extent that some siofferers 
constantly carry the affected arm 
in a sling and walk rigidly at at- 
tention. 


Relief of the condition can be 


accomplished, he said, by a rela-

President John L. Collyer of the 
B F. Goodrich Company told the 
Cornell club here. 
Tlte rubber m anufacturer termed 
Henderson’s estim ate th a t the U nit­ 
ed Nations would finish 1943 with 
147.000 tons of rubber on hand as 
“optimistic" because "It would be 
approaching a miracle to produce 
300.000 tons of synthetic rubber in 
1943 ” 
Collyer said leaders of his indus­ 
try have recommended that the gov­ 
ernm ent's present plans of produc­ 
ing 400.0(H) tons of synthetic rubber 
annually be boosted to 600,000 tons 
but that even the 400.000 figure 
could not be e x a c te d until 1944 
“In 30 years Germ any has not 
yet successfully used synthetic rub­ 
ber IOO per cent in tires,” Collyer 
pointed out in his speech last night. 
"We are challenged to accomplish 
this in two years. It will take time 
and in that period our limited crude 
rubber supplies m ust bridge the gap.'

ON OVERLOOKING 


There Is a lot of the wild, untamed 


animal in us all. Given the time 
and circumstance — and out it 
comes! Like the peaceful dog that 
trods along, apparently happy and 
content, until an evil tempered dog 
snaps at him. Then his peace is all 
shoved aside. 


It is difficult for a man to take an 


insult, or to be unjustly accused, 
without an immediate reply. Yet, 
in most cases, he only makes things 
worse, and does his case no good at 
all. It takes a big man to overlook. 
But once get him mad and he 
doesn't look like a big man .at all! 


I often think of that letter found 


in'the files at Washington, that Lin- 
coln, wrote to one of his generals 
upbraiding him for his weakness 
and faults—but the letter was never 
sent. It's not a bad idea to write 
a letter to one whom you think lias 
abused, or misrepresented you, and 
give it back to him in kind—but 
after the letter is finished, it should 
be destroyed, and not sent. You 
will always feel so much better for 
having overlooked the act or word 
of another who may be unworthy 
of your respect. 


This overlooking business is really 


a fine art. It takes courage, under- 
standing, and character. But every 
time a dispute, for instance, as over- 
looked in its infancy, what -a deal of 
later bitterness, or perhaps tragedy, 
is avoided. 


The opinions of, others are not 


half so important as what you think 
of yourself. 
The. confidence and 


faith that you owny as your great 
asset, cannot be lessened by any 
word or act upon the part of-,.sorae- 
one else. Therefore you can afford 
to overlook any foolish criticism or 
possible jealousy. 
After all what 


a man thinks, acts, and looks, is his 
best evidence of worth. 


There .is a certain happy pride 


that results from, overlooking. ,weak,r 
nesses and faults in others, and 
there is a certain feeling of triumph 
that comes over one as'fiiie'antt un- 
usual qualities are.. discovered ,. in 
others.

idea, Geltz said, a drive will be 
made to clear up business now on 
hand and finally adjourn the ses- 
sion.

Seedboxes Unnecessary 


Many years' ago gardeners had 


to start some plants in hotbeds, or 
window boxes-; But today healthy^ 


started plants may DC- purchased so 
reasonably home gardeners seldom 
find that it pays to fuss with Biied- 
box plantings. 


If Just a few tomato or cabbage 


plants arc desired seeds may be 
sown in cigar boxes or shallow tin 
paiio with holes punched in the bot- 
tom for drainage. 


The trays are filled with rich, fine 


soil. Seed furrows are made every 
two or three inches by pressing the- 
edge of a ruler into the soil. Seeds 
of tomato, early cabbage, pepper and 
eggplant may be scattered thinly in 
the rows and covered with a small 
amount of soil smoothed and wa- 
tered. 


When the plants are large 


enough to handle they may be 
transplanted to large boxes so 
that they have from two to three 
inches of space. 


Before transplanting to the 


field they should be hardened 
by keeping- them at lower tem- 
peratures, opening the window 
every day. Water should be 
withheld so that strong; roots arc 
developed.

Chicago, March 11 (AP)—Farm 


organizations in. the rich, middle 
western, dairylauds -voiced opposi- 
tion Tuesday to the CIO campaign 
to unionize the nation's 3,500,800 
dairy fanners. 


In one -of the first official re- 


sponses to the-campaign, Arthur H. 
Lauterbach, general- manager of the 
Pure Milk association, a marketmg 
cooperative cf 12.000 dairy farmers 
in Illinois, Indiana and Wisconsin, 
declared there was 'no common 
ground for labor and farmers in 
the same organization. 


The executive committee of the

ON OVERLOOKING 
TI ie re is a lot of the wild, untam ed 
anim al iii us all. 
Given the time 
and 
circumstance — and 
out 
it 
comes! 
Like the peaceful dog that 
trods along, apparently happy and 
content, until an evil tempered dog 
snaps at him. Then his peace is all 
shoved aside. 
It is difficult for a m an to take an 
insult, or to be unjustly accused, 
without an immediate reply. 
Yet. 
in most cases, he only makes things 
worse, and does his case no good at 
all. It takes a big m an to overlook. 
But once get him mad and 
he 
doesn't look like a big man at all! 
I often think of that letter found 
in tile hies at W ashington, th at Lin­ 
coln wrote to one of his generals 
upbraiding him for his weakness 
and faults—but the letter was never 
sent. 
It's not a bad idea to write 
a letter to one whom you think has 
abused, or misrepresented you, and 
give it back to him in kind—but 
after the letter is finished, it should 
be destroyed, and not sent. 
You 
will always feel so much better for 
having overlooked the act or word 
of another who may be unworthy 
of your respect. 
This overlooking business is really 
a fine art. It takes courage, under­ 
standing. and character. But every 
tim e a dispute, for instance, is over­ 
looked in its infancy, w hat a deal of 
later bitterness, or perhaps tragedy, 
is avoided. 
Tile opinions of others are not 
half so im portant as w hat you think 
of yourself. 
The confidence and 
faith th at you own, as your great 
asset, cannot be lessened by any 
word or act upon tile part of some­ 
one else.
